It 
was also pointed out that a peculiarity 
of the C. P. R freight tariff was that 
very low rates appear as applying to 
sections of the railroad where no freight 
of the description thus rated was ever

In disputing the statements that 
have been made on the subject of 
freight rates the company has frequent- 
ly, in making comparisons between 
rates on American lines and its own, 
quoted, in the latter case, rates from 
certain points upon traffic which is 
neither offered nor carried. Many of 
the rates that are quoted on the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway, as in the case of 
other transcontinental lines, are nominal 
merely and comparisons based on them 
are therefore illusory. 

The commission must remember that 
freight rates have remained for the last 
few years almost stationary, while the 
price of the various products of the 
farm have declined to levels hitherto un- 
known. Under these circumstances( which 
may be of a permanent character) the 
settlers of the province acutely feel that 
the present freight rates are a most un- 
just and onorous tax upon them and 
that they must be very materially re- 
duced if there are to be any profits or 
even amere livelihood in farming in 
this country. And this view the gov- 
ernment of the province would urge 
upon the commission to strongly repre- 
sent in making its report, in order that 
the Dominion government may proper- 
ly realize the condition of affairs and 
devise an adequate remedy. 

President Elder, of the Farmers’ In- 
stitute, then submitted the statement 
of the institute in regard to rates.

The Canadian Pacitic railway, by 
virtue of the act by which it was in- 
corporated, received from the Do- 
minion government $25,000,000, 29,- 
000,000 acres of land and 713 miles 
of railway constructed by the govern- 
ment. Erom time to time further 
grants have been made until the value 
of the grants by way of bonus and 
otherwise, given the company, reach- 
ed the enormous total of $103,000,- 
000. As to the value of the land 
grant of the company ‘it is sufficient 
to reproduce the words of Sir W. C. 
Van Horne, president of the company, 
at the annual meeting of the share- 
holders in 1888, when he said: ‘The 
lands of the company will yield more 
than €55,000,000, more than sufficient | 
to pay the land grant bonds and the 
whole of the first mortgage indebted- | 
ness. In addition to this the government 
admitted material for construction free 
of duty, an extremely valuable con- 
cession which has recently been re- 
vived. It is to be remembered that 
the people of this province are pay 
ing more than their proportion of the 
taxes required to pay the interest on 
the large amount of cash given to the 
company. Taking into consideration 
the facts as well as the fact that one 
of the principal and avowed objects 
for the expenditure of these vast sums 
was the development of the Canadian 
Northwest, the people of this province 
are entitled to expect from the Canadian 
Pacific railway just, if not gen 
erous, treatment on the vital question 
of rates of transportation.
